•Washing-ton, Feb. 23.—The plans of 


the wrPCklnf? expedition for the relief of 
ihe Maine were completed yesterday af- 
ter long conferences between Secretary 
lyong and the representatives of the 
Merritt & Chapman company of New 
York and the Boston Towboat company. 
The companies had expected to begin 
work in Havana.harbor In about a week, 
but at the last moment Mr. Long in- 
sisted that a provision should be made 
for sending forward at once at least one 
Jarg'e wrecking boat, with divers and 
equipment. This was agreed to, and a 
dispatch was sent to the captain of the 
seawrecker Right Arm. now at Key 
West, to suspend his private work there 
and proceed at once to Havana. If the 
Right Arm has started north a torpedo 
boat will be sent after her with orders 
to proceed to Havana. At the same time 
a dispatch -was sent to the New York 
office of the company to send two of the 
most experienced divers by tndr: to Key 
West, when they will go to Havana and 
join the divers and wreckers on the Right 
Arm. 


The commander of the Riplit Arm Is 


ordered to place himself, with his div- 
ers and machinery, under the orders of 
Captain Sigsbee. who thus will be free 
lo avail himself of their services in the 
recovery of bodies or any particularly 
desirable pieces of equipment or prop- 
erty, before the regular wrecking opera- 
tions begin. These are emergency steps 
which precede the main wre< king ••X|.e- 
dltion. which will be outfitted at liuston, 
New York and Norfolk. 


The terms of the contract provide for 


the payment to the wrecking companies 
tof the sum of JST1 per day for tln-ir regu- 
lar plant and an additional payment of 
$500 per day for the use of the Monarch 
while the latter is actually employed. 
An express provision is made that the 
government may terminate the contract 
at any moment. It Is also provided that 
the compensation shall not exceed the 
sum of money ($200,000) appropriated by 
congress for this purpose. Finally it is 
provided that if the companies succeed 
In raisinf thr Maine and towinp her to 
New York they shall receive a bonus of 
$100.000. 


In view of the large first cost of the 


Maine, about Ji.000.000. and the national 
desire that she shall be rained, as evi- 
denced by the prompt and unanimous 
action of congress upon the joint resolu- 
tion. Secretary l^oiifi believes that he i? 
fully justified in making the above terms. 
though at first thought the per dirm 
compensation seems large. It must be 
born* in mind, however, he said, that 
this will constitute the largest wrecking 
expedition ever equipped in this coun- 
try. Moreover, the wreckers expressed 
a willingness to go to work in the usual 
way that they 
serve 
underwriters, 


namely, to do the wrecking and then 
take the award of a board of arbitra- 
tion. This plan, however, was not open 
to the government, which is compelled 
by law to fix exact terms in advance. 
A clause of the contract requires the 
companies to proceed \\ith all dispatch 
and in a business like manner with the 
work of wrecking, and though this haste 
(adds to the cost of ths work it Is be- 
lieved to be necessary in view of the 
possibility of the early appearance of 
yellow fever at Havana harbor with the 
approach of the rainy season 
n*xt 


month.

CRAMP UNDETERMINED. 


Boston. Feb. 23.—There la scarcely a 


doubt that the British ship'Asia, com- 
manded by Captain G. N. Dakln. and 
bound from Manila for this port, was 
xvrecked somewhere in the vicinity of 
Nuritucket during the gales of the past 
few days and that her 20 men have per- 
ished. This conclusion is not only borne 
out by wreckage, consisting ot the stern 
of a boat with "Asia" painted on it, 
yards and other materials which was 
cast up by the sea at 
Monomoy, but 


Captain Asa Haley of this city tele- 
phoned from Woods Hole that while the 
tug-boat K. V. McCaulley was steaming 
out to the barge Excelsior, which lies 
sunk on Handkerchief shoal, he saw 
positive evidence of the wreck of a large 
square ri^Ked vessel and recovered two 
bodies from a portion of the dismantled 
hulk. 


Captain Haley stated that while near 


the Handkerchief lightship 
the 
tuft 


passed through a large amount of wreck- 
age. includiiiK bales of hemp, broken 
spars and broken ship's timbers. 
Drift- 


ing in the midst of this mass v>as a por- 
tion of the urecit on \\hich the bodies 
were lashed. As the tug approached It 
was discovered that a man and a Rirl 
apparently 10 or 1- years old were fast 
in the mlzzen chains. The Uijj 
was 


uickly headed ill the direction of the 
\ret-k and the crew released the bodies. 
Hid the tus Immediately returned to 
Voods Hole, where the news was Kent 
o this city. The starboard quarter of 
h'- vessel was all that remained inUu t. 
The mall's body was hanging to the 


nizzt'n risking with the child in las arms. 
le had apparently made frantic efforts 
o save the little one when the seas over- 
whelmed them. Tiie body was not that 
of Captain Dakin. judKiiiR from a mas- 
er's cerUlliate found In the clothing of 
the dead man. 
This certificate was is- 


sued at Weymouth. Nova Scotia, to John 
Cook, and gave the year of the man's 
birth as 1M3. The man was liKht com- 
plexion and sliKhtly bald. The little 
Kirl was also of light complexion and 
bore a striking resemblance to the man. 
,\s the tug was ordered 
nway 
from 


Woods Hole the bodies were later taken 
ashore ami Riven in the keeping of some 
of the residents to await the medical ex- 
aminer. 


Wreckage of a light character, includ- 


ing part of a deckhouse, evidently from 
a big foreign vessel, came ashore 
in 


Chatham, but the most important dis- 
covery was the stern of a ship's boat 
with the words, ''Asia of St. John," 
painted on it. Photographs of a man, 
woman and child were also picked up. 
as well as some vessel's stores. It is 
thought that the Asia was working in 
from the seaward when she struck the 
shoals and that she went to pieces in the 
storm. No bodies have come ashore, hut 
there may he some 
when the wind 


changes to off shore.
